The north and south mat 
have ‘been poured for a total of 
about 600 yards of concrete. This 
was done on Tuesday of last week 
with a large fleet of redi-mix 
trucks from the Shirley Brothers 
plant in Pahokee. The middle sec- 
tion which will contain about 700 
yards of concrete will be poured 
the first of next week. i 

A new office building. has been 
erected by. U. S. S. Corp. and is be- 
ing used as an office on the site by 
the contractors and the sugar com- 
pany. 

Of special interest to Canal Point 
is the request for permit by the 
Sugar Company to lay new pive 
lines into Lake Okeechobee to furn- 
ish water for the new three-quart- 
ers of a million dollar water plant 
to be erected along with the mill. 

The United States Sugar Corpo- 
ration has made application to the 
Department of the Army for a per- 
mit to construct a water intake 
pipe and pump structure in Lake 
Okeechobee, easterly shore and 
across the government levee near 
Canal Point, according to Col. J. V. 
Sollohub, district engineer. 

It is proposed to lay three 15- 
inch water lines and one 440 volt 
power cable from the levee land- 
side right-of-way across the levee 
and to the proposed pump struc- 
ture located just below the berm 
on the lake shore. 

These would be trenched-in to 
a minimum depth of four feet 
from invert of the pipes to: the 
surface.

Developer Gives 
RW Pahokee Street 


The Palm Beach County Commis- 
sion Monday stuck to its guns on 
subdivision right of way require- 
ments and won a battle which w'll 
mean future savings for taxpayers 

The disagreement arose over re- 
quested approval'for a Pahoxee 
subdivision named Parkview Man 
or. The plat—an eight acre devel- 
opment—had been approved by tne 
Pahokee council despite the fact 
that right of way requirements for 
improvement of State Road 715 
were 17 feet short of what was call- 
ed for by road department engi- 
neers. ‘ 

When presented recently to the 
county commission for approval, 
the plat with the skimmed down 
right of way, brought no action 
from the board. At that time, the 
county group agreed that lending 
its approval to plats without suffi- 
cient right-of-way would put the 
board in a position of having to 
purchase right-of-way at some fu- 
ture date—and at much more ex- 
pense to the taxpayers.

Despite strong arguments by the 
developers’ attorney and facing the 
possibility of a law suit, the coun- 
ty commission held its ground and 
again declined to take any action 
on the plat. 

Later, after a corridor confer- 
ence, the developers returned io 
the meeting and told the board the 
requested right-of-way would be 
available. The commission agreed 
to approve the plat after it was 
re-drawn and after it had again 
won approval of the Pahokee coun- 
cil. 

It was pointed out at the meet- 
ing, that municipalities and not the 
county commission, has the author- 
ity to establish setback lines with- 
in towns. In many cases where 
towns have failed to establish the 
set back lines, the county commis- 
sion has been forced into lengthy 
and cestly right-of-way suits.
